CHICAGO, July 31—Cheerful as usual and eagerly anticipating “the 
greatest event of my life,” Fred B. Snite, Jr., today celebrated his thir­ 
tieth birthday at his .suburban River Forest home. 
Snite, famous for his world travels in an “iron lung” and for his 
courage and optimism despite the condition in which infantile paraly­ 
sis left him, planned to spend tile day going about his usual quiet rou­ 
tine. 
His bride of last year, the former Teresa Larkin, expects to become 
a mother in September—the “great 
event” 
which Snite is 
anticipat­ 
ing. Using a portable respirator 
which has freed him partly from 
long 
imprisonment in the 
“Iron 
lung,” Snite is now able to take a 
brief daily walk with her. 
On this thirtieth birthday, Snite 
was still a long way from recovery, 
but friends declared he has lived 
mere freely during the four years 
and 
four months 
since he 
was 
stricken with paralysis while tra­ 
veling in China, than most persons 
in normal health.

The senate military affairs com­ 
mittee, meanwhile, resumed its

send it to the floor until later in 
the week. 
Much of the opposition to the 
proposed draft has been centered 
on the claim that military offi­ 
cials have not made a sufficient 
effort to build up an army of 
trainers by voluntary enlistments. 
Enlistments Lowered 
Legislation to further voluntary 
service as it is being worked out

from three years to one, and pay 
would be increased to correspond 
more nearly to the higher wage 
rates now existing in the navy.

reported

structures 
have been built at a cost of $270,- 
605,035. 
One 
thousand 
fifty-eight

them were non-federal undertak­ 
ings in which municipal or coun­ 
ty governments furnished part of 
the construction charges. The re­ 
maining 153 projects were federal 
structures built by various feder­ 
al agencies with PWA appropria­ 
tions. 
Non-federal projects cost $207,- 
352,640 and federal projects were 
estimated at $63,252,395. 
Cuya­ 
hoga, the state’s most populous 
county, had the greatest total val­ 
ue of PWA projects—$48,024,495.

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U. S. ACTIVITY TO SECURE TIN 
ASHINGTON— After sev en years of 
stalling ov er one of the most import­ 
ant raw materials to American indu stry, 
the State Department actu ally is doing 
something abou t the U. S. tin su pply. 
In cooperation with the National De­ 
fense Commission, State Department offi­ 
cials are doing three things: 
1. Talking with Jesse Jones abou t an 
RFC loan to establish a tin smelter in the 
United States, 
The U. S. firms in on this 
are Phelps Dodge, National Lead, Ameri­ 
can Metals, and the American Smelting 
and Refining Company. 
2. Facilitating the v isit of the world's 
biggest tin king, Simon Patino, to the 
United States; also holding conv ersations 
with Mau ricio Hochschild, big German- 
Jewish produ cer of Boliv ian tin. 
3. The National Defense Commission 
has ordered 75,000 tons of metallic tin 
from the Malay Peninsu la and the Du tch 
East Indies. 
This is almost enou gh to last the United 
States for half a year — if it ev er gets 
here. 
Bu t the catch is that the tin is still 
down in the mines of Malaya and mu st 
not only be mined and smelted, bu t also 
shipped 
half way 
arou nd 
the 
world. 
Meanwhile the Japanese may mov e into 
this area of the Sou th Pacific, or the Ger 
mans may cru sh the British combine which 
controls Malay tin, or the British may de­ 
cide that they need the tin for their own 
military pu rposes.

Effect of W eather 


This qu estion of w eather tem­ 
peram ent has significance in deal­ 
ing with you r fellow man.

In a chart of dates pu b­ 
lished in Time (Ju ne 24) it is 
noticeable tha t he was always in­ 
activ e in F ebru ary, Ju ne, Ju ly, 
October and Nov ember and De­ 
cember.

m onths for decisions. T hat isn’t 
astrology — tha t’s 
w eather and 
psychology. 
D u ring the hot weather, the 
wonderfu l m achinery of perspira­ 
tion shou ld be stu died and ad­ 
m ired. Annoying as it may be it 
is the therm ostat of ou r bodies. 
P erspiration is secreted from 
the sw eat glands, m inu te coiled 
glands which lie in the deeper lay- 


ers of the skin, each one su r­ 
rou nded by a network of blood 
v essels. The sw eat comes from 
the blood, consists mostly of w ater 
and salt, bu t may contain many 
other 
su bstances. 
Perspiration, 
aided by the natu ral oil from the 
sebaceou s glands keeps the skin 
pliable, soft and moist. Ev en in 
cool weather the body produ ces a 
qu art of perspiration in twenty- 
fou r hou rs. 


N atu re’s Cooling Dev ice 
The sweat glands are most nu ­ 
merou s where the tem peratu re 
bu ds of the nerv es are m ost nu ­ 
merou s. Very few arou nd the 
knees and thighs, for instance, 
which are not sensitiv e to cold or 
he a t The exposed parts of the 
body produ ce the most sweat, the 
arm pits seem to produ ce more be­ 
cau se the skin areas are in contact 
here and ev aporation is limited. 
Ev aporation is N atu re’s most 
efficient cooling dev ice, tha t’s why 
perspiration is su ch an efficient 
tem peratu re regu lator. Hu m idity 
and air cu rrents condition this ef­ 
ficiency. H u m idity in ou r av erage 
su m m er tem peratu res is 40 to 60, 
and this condu ces to free ev apora­ 
tion. In dry desert climates, ev en 
with the tem peratu re abov e 110 
perspiration ev aporates so rapid­ 
ly that you are actu ally chilly.

Reader—“I wou ld appreciate a 
diet for yellowing of the skin. I 
wou ld like to know if pu re oliv e 
oil u sed as a dressing for different 
foods is all right to take. W ith 
the yellowing of the skin there is 
also constant constipation.” 
Answ er— Oliv e oil is a perfect­ 
ly good food u nder these circu m ­ 
stances and will not do you any 
harm . It is qu ite possible that you 
are taking some kind of a cathartic 
which produ ces a change ir. you r 
blood and makes you r skin yellow.

been pouring in to state vital statis­ 


tics bureaus at an increasing rate.

denly wants to prove he was born in the 
ll S. A. 
Some requests are for the normal and 
pleasant business of making easy the re­ 
turn to the United States from the annual 
fishing or camping trip to Canada. 
But 
others are for the grimmer use of proving 
to employers that the holders are not Ger­ 
man. 
The fifth column scare has caused 
a much more careful search into the ante­ 
cedents of workers than has been former­ 
ly customary. 
One result is a vast dissatisfaction with 
the slipshod w ay in which these civil rec­ 
ords have been kept. 
Many people who 
are very much alive are finding diffi­ 
culty in proving that they were ever born. 
Baptismal 
certificates 
from 
churches 
which keep careful records are now in 
great demand. 
But there, too, some pas­ 
tor who administers the sacrament with 
loving devotion does not always take care 
to spell the names with equal attention, 
and by the time two or three future secre­ 
taries have attempted to put the records in 
order, they end by being far from accu­ 
rate. 
Americans have always been casual 
about all sorts of records. 
This should be 
a lesson to them ! 
Fingerprinting is a case 
in point. 
Many Americans resent the idea 
of being fingerprinted out of some mis­ 
taken notion that such records are only 
for criminals. 
But m any an innocent tour­ 
ist returning across a friendly border since 
the first of July has been wishing that he 
or she had as simple and easy a method 
of proving identity and innocence as a 
general fingerprint system would afford.

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U. S. ACTIVITY TO SECURE TIN 
W 
ASHINGTON— After seven years of 
stalling over one of the most import­ 
ant raw materials to American industry, 
the State Department actually is doing 
something about the U. S. tin supply. 
In cooperation with the National De­ 
fense Commission, State Department offi­ 
cials are doing three things: 
1. Talking with Jesse Jones about an 
RFG loan to establish a tin smelter in the 
United States. 
The U. S. firms in on this 
are Phelps Dodge. National Lead, Ameri­ 
can Metals, and the American Smelting 
and Refining Company. 
2. Facilitating the visit of the world’s 
biggest tin king, Simon Patino, to the 
United States; also holding conversations 
with 
Mauricio Hochschild, big German- 
Jewish producer of Bolivian tin. 
3. The National Defense Commission 
has ordered 75,000 tons of metallic tin 
from the Malay Peninsula and the Dutch 
East Indies. 
This is almost enough to last the United 
States for half a year — if it ever gets 
here. 
But the catch is that the tin is still 
down in the mines of Malaya and must 
not only be mined and smelted, but also 
shipped 
half 
w ay 
around 
the 
world. 
M eanwhile the Japanese may move into 
this area of the South Pacific, or the Ger­ 
mans may crush the British combine which 
controls M alay tin, or the British may de­ 
cide that they need the tin for their own 
military purposes.

Effect of W eather 


This question of weather tem­ 
peram ent has significance in deal­ 
ing with your fellow man. H itler 
is definitely cyclic as regards 
w eather. In a chart of dates pub­ 
lished in Time (June 24) it is 
noticeable th at he was always in­ 
active in February, June, July, 
October and November and De­ 
cember.

psychology. 
D uring the hot weather, the 
wonderful machinery of perspira­ 
tion should be studied and ad­ 
m ired. Annoying as it may be it 
is the therm ostat of our bodies. 
Perspiration is secreted from 
the sw eat glands, minute coiled 
glands which lie in the deeper lay­ 


ers of the skin, each one su r­ 
rounded by a network of blood 
vessels. The sweat comes from 
the blood, consists mostly of w ater 
and salt, but may contain many 
other 
substances. 
Perspiration, 
aided by the natural oil from the 
sebaceous glands keeps the skin 
pliable, soft and moist. Even in 
cool weather the body produces a 
q u art of perspiration in twenty- 
four hours. 
N ature's Cooling Device 
The sweat glands are most nu­ 
merous where the tem perature 
buds of the nerves are most nu­ 
merous. Very few around the 
knees and thighs, for instance, 
which are not sensitive to cold or 
heat. The exposed p arts of the 
body produce the most sweat, the 
arm pits seem to produce more be­ 
cause the skin areas are in contact 
here and evaporation is limited. 
Evaporation is N ature’s most 
efficient cooling device, th a t’s why 
perspiration is such an efficient 
tem perature regulator. Hum idity 
and air currents condition this ef­ 
ficiency. Hum idity in our average 
sum m er tem peratures is 40 to 60, 
and this conduces to free evapora­ 
tion. In dry desert climates, even 
with the tem perature above HO 
perspiration evaporates so rapid­ 
ly that you are actually chilly.

Reader—“ I would appreciate a 
diet for yellowing of the skin. I 
would like to know if pure olive 
oil used as a dressing for different 
foods is all right to take. W ith 
the yellowing of the skin there is 
also constant constipation.” 
Answer—Olive oil is a perfect­ 
ly good food under these circum ­ 
stances and will not do you any 
harm . It is quite possible th a t you 
are taking some kind of a cathartic 
which produces a change ir. your 
blood and makes your skin yellow. 
Constipation itself does not pro­ 
duce yellowing of the skin, popu­ 
lar belief to the contrary notw ith­ 
standing.

He said it was undem ocratic 
-—th a t a simple m ajority ought to 
be sufficient to choose candidates, 
as

Republican 
conventions. 
Some folk contended th a t his real 
reason for 
objecting to the rule 
w as different. 
Their account was 
th a t he hated it because his father, 
the late Speaker Cham p Clark, al­ 
though he could get a m ajority, 
couldn’t get tw o-thirds, and there­ 
fore WM prevented from getting 
the presidential nom ination at the 


Baltim ore convention which chose 
1 Woodrow 
Wilson. 
Incidentally, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was prom i­

i surge WI Ison ward. 
Some people 
argue that th a t fact had some­ 
thing to do w ith the anti-Roosevel- 
, ti an attitu d e of the late speaker’s 
son during F. D.’s presidential In­ 
cumbency. 


TW O-THIRDS RULE 
ABOLISHED 
Be ail th at as it may, the pres- 
1 ent Senator Clark fought hard for 
the abolition of 
the 
D em ocrats’ 
tw o-thirds rule. 
The southern states didn t want 
it abolished. 
They hadn’t enough 
delegates to give them a conven­ 
tion m ajority, but they did have 
enough ta prevent any aspirant, to 
whom they m ight object, from g et­ 
ting tw’O-thirds. 
Thus they exer­ 
cised at least a veto power. Sev- 
j eral southerners predicted to Ben­ 
nett Cham p th at, 
if he got th at 
rule abolished, sooner or later he’d

Convenient and Concealed 
Compost Pile 
The gardener always has uses 
for soil from a good compost pile. 
Many gardeners consider such pil­ 
es unsightly and do not maintain 
one despite the fact that it is an 
economical method 
of obtaining 
true humus. 
One can. however, have a com­ 
post pile that is both convenient 
and concealed by the simple meth­ 
od of keeping it in a barrel, as 
shown in today’s 
Garden-Graph. 
When a tight barrel or open-head­ 
ed drum is used for this purpose. 
holes should be punched 
in 
the 
bottom for drainage. 
Old weeds which have not form­ 
ed seeds, grass clippings, vegetable 
tops, raked 
leaves, 
plant 
tops, 
sods, hay straw and manure can 
be used for a compost pile in a 


-4> J barrel. The method is simple: first 
a layer of garden refuse, then a 
layer of aoli, as illustrated. Wood 
ashes or a few 
handsful cf lime 
j can be added from time to time. 
Forking over a compost pile two 
or more times a year and wetting 
it down well in hot weather aids 
decomposition.

Humidity 90 Percent 
New York’s millions, who felt 
the combined effects of 94.3-de­ 
gree heat and 90 percent humidity 
yesterday, were given small en­ 
couragement for improvement to­ 
day. 
However, it was expected 
the day’s maximum would not ex­ 
ceed 90 there. 
Forecasts for moderating tem­ 
peratures were issued in a number

Detroit was comparatively cool 
at 7 a. rn. today, with the ther­ 
mometer at 65, but forecasters 
feared 95-degree heat would be 
felt there before the day was over.
